Breaching  Licenses 

Baptists  have  not  enjoyed  the 
benefits  of  this  act  in  Virginia, 
however.  On  charges  of  “preach¬ 
ing  without  a  license”  or  “dis¬ 
turbing  the  peace,”  with ,  their 
sermons,  scores  of  Baptists  have 
been  arrested  and  imprisoned 
and  even  tortured. 

"Baptists  find  themselves  re¬ 
stricted  in  the  exercise  of, their 
religion,  their  teachers  imprison¬ 
ed  under  various  pretenses,  and 
the  benefits  of  the  Toleration 
deniecLthem,”  Virginia  Bap¬ 
tists  petitioned  the  House  of 
Burgesses  three  years  ago.  They 
asked  then  to  be''‘'trea|ed  with 
the  same  indulgence  in  religious 
matters”  as  other  dissenters. 

Not  only  have  Baptists  been 
subjected' to  intolerance  and 
persecution,  but  the  courts  have 
made  it  virtually  impossible  for 
them  to  obey  the  law  where  it 
is  observed.  Ministers  seeking  a 
license  must  apply  to  a  state 
court,  which  meets  not  more 
than  twice  a  year  and  which 
may  be  miles  away.  Courts  have  | 
limited  the  number  of  dissent¬ 
ers’  meeting  houses  to  one  per 
county.

IS  more 

B  than  reputation..  Character  is  what  you  are — 
'  reputation  is  what  others  think  you  are,  or  as 

j  one  has  put  it,  “What  you  get  taught  at.”  Abra- 
.  ham  Lincoln  said,  “Character  4s  like  a  tree  and 
reputation  like  iU  shadow.  The  shadow  is  what 
^  we  think  of  it;  the  tree  is  the  real  thing.” 
f  No  nation  can  rise  higher  than  the  charac- 

ter  of  its  people.  That  being  ti  ue.  and  I  believe 
it,  the  words  of  William  Ellery  -Channing  are 
expressive.  Said  he,  “The  great  hope  of  society  is  the  individual 
character.”  The  individual  is  important  and  must  be  taken  into 
account.  God  .is  interested  in  individuals  and  gave  Jesus  as  the 
Saviour  of  the  individual.  Ours  should  be,  as  Christian  citizens, 
a  constant  effort  to  posses  that  character  made  possible  by  a  right 
relation  to  God  and  to  lead  others  in  that  direction.  « 

Child  By  Child  Bni^  . 

Someone  has  said  that  child  by  child  we  built  a  nation.  So, 
if  our  influence  cannot  be  national  or  worldwide  in  scope,  vve 
can  hefp  the  individual  next  to  us  and  thereby  contribute  our 
Individual  influence  op  individuals.  From  an  unknown  origin 
comes  this  statement  that  characters  are  achieved — not  received. 
They  grew  out  of  the  substance  of  the  man’s  soui.  They  are  not 
put  on  as  a  beggar  might  put  on  a  stolen  coat.  They  grow  with  us. 

Therefore,  as  states  Dr..  Walter  C.  Coffey.  “.411  education 
should  be  directed  toward  the  development  of  character.  Sound 
character  cannot  be  achieved  if  spiritual  development  is  neglect¬ 
ed.  I  do  not  like  to  think  of  turning  out  physical  and  mental 
giants  who  are’spirituaf  pj.gmies.”  It  is  certainly  true  that  those 
who  value  character  build  their  lives  on  solid  foundations  of 
morality,  knowledge  and  religion.  Godliness  and  character  go 
together.  A  Godless  man  is  a  rudderless  man.  Godless  nation 
is  a  rudderless  nation. 

Building  a  character  is  not  without  rewards.  When  J.  P. 
Morgan  was  asked  what  he  considered  the  best  bank  coilateral, 
he  replied,  “Character.”  The  story  is  told  of  a  poor  bof  in 
Pennsylvania  who  t*8s  struggling  to  get  an  education.  He  studied 
and  toiied  and  taught,  and  contrived  in  every  way,  and  finaliy 
got  through.  Hearing  of  a  vacancy  in  a  Chicago  bank,  he  decided 
to  try  for  it.  His  mother  objected,  and  friends  laughed  at  him. 
But  he  felt  that  he  must  try  the,  great  world.  He  met  the  bank 
president  in  his  office,  who  touched  a  button,  the  bank's  detective 
stepped  in,  looked  at  the  boy.  and  went  out. 

The  presideiTt  said,  “Come  back  in  a  week.”  He  came  back. 
The  president  said:  "There  are  forty-six  applicants  for  this  plact^  i 
Ali  have  been  watched  for  a  w^ek.  Only  two  boys  passed  the 
character  examination,  which  touched  particularly  the  points  of 
extrayagance,  vice,  where  evenings  were  spent,  and  Sundays.  .411 
this  is  stnictly  business,  not  at  all  an  inquisition  into  private 
character.  This  bank  must  take  account  of  these  things  for  its 
own  sake.  Of  the  two  boys,  you  have  the  best  qualifications,  and 
the  place  is  yours.”

The  gift 
of  the  keys  meant  the  imposi¬ 
tion  of  duty  exactly  equal  to 
ability,  not  privilege  but  per¬ 
formance.  The  gift  of  the  keys 
is  to  every  man  and  woman  in 
the  world  to  whom  God  has  re¬ 
vealed  Jesus  as  Savior,  and  woe 
to  the  man  or  woman  who  does 
not  employ  the  keys  to  unlock 
the  door  of  hope  to  those  who 
are  hopeless.  If  those  to  whom, 
the  door  is  ppened  enter  it,  that 
is  a  thing  ratified  by  bgaven,
